In E n g lan d w hen a city (borough) 


attain.s a population of 75,000, it 


be co m es a “ county bo ro u g h” v e s t­ 


ed with both City and county pow- 


e rs an d functions. 
It is then gov- 


e rn m e n ta lly 
in d epen d en t 
of 
the 


county in w hich it is located. Hence 
it e.scapes from the duplication, e x­ 
tra expense, and inconvenience to 
citizens 
and 
ta xpa ye r s 
resulting 
from two sets of local authorities 
exercisin g like a d m in istrativ e and 
taxin.g pow ers over the s a m e po­ 
litical unit. 


.As a general rule in our country, 
the county has jurLsdiction and ex­ 
e rcise s Us power.s over all cities 
within Its bo rd ers, no m a tte r how 
populous, 
re g a rd le s s 
of 
duplica 
tions, e xtra g o v e rn m e n t cost, and 
citizen 
confusion 
a n d 
incon­ 
venience. 
This anom alous set-up 
is w orse than usual in the case of 
L incoln becau se, unlike any other 
city in N e bra s k a and m ost cities 
throu g ho u t the entire country, it 
d u plic a te s 
county 
functions 
by 
m ak in g its own se pa ra te as.sess- 
m e n t of real estate and collecting 
Us own taxfs. 
A few cities, no­ 
tably D enver tor one. have followed 
the B ritish pre ce d en t and crea te d a 
single 
com bined cuy-ct)unty 
gov­ 
e rn m e n ta l unit w'Uh no overlapping 
a u tho rity betw een it and the .state 
g o v e rn m e n t. 


W hat a fine thing it would be if 
Lincoln could do likewi.se! But .such 
a solution of our city-county re la ­ 
tions is out of the picture for half 
a c en tu ry o r m ore. 
F o r it would 
re qu ire an a m e n d m e n t to our state 
constitution 
which 
prohibits 
the 
c rea tio n of a county w-ith an a re a 
of few er than 400 s qu a re miles. 
Then, too, no N e bra s k a legislature 
would c re a te such a “ Cily-County 
of L incoln’’ w ithout requ irin g the 
a ppro v al by a m ajo rity vote of the 
electo rs of both the city pa r t and 
the ru ra l pa rt of the county. 
And 
while the v o ters of the city wmuld 
no 
doubt 
a ppro v e, 
those 
of 
the 
ru ra l 
pa rt would quite certain ly 
disapprove, if for no other reaso n s 
than because 
the city pa rt now 
pa ys from 70 to 75 per cent or 
m ore 
of 
the 
total 
cost 
of

county g o v ern m en t. 


Only a pa rtial e scape or relief 
from this an o m alo u s situation is 
open to the citizens and ta xpa ye rs 
of Lincoln. 
It calls for all possible 
elim ination of duplications, excess 
costs and taxe s, an d u n n ecessary 
confusion and inconvenience of citi­ 
zens by m e a n s of broad-m inded, 
public-spirited, joint city-county a c ­ 
tion and co-operation. 
This should 
not be too difficult since the people 
w ho elect the City Council now con­ 
stitute fully 85 pe r cent of those 
who elect the county com m issio n ­ 
e rs, with the pe rce n ta g e steadily 
in creasin g .

sound government practices.” 
And, he said, that despite a 
large volume of “ fine .scientific 
work ill government laboratories, 
it behooves all of u.s to recognize 
that in many respects the situa­ 
tion is not so good.” 
Dr. Noyes delivered the first of 
three 
Montgomery lectures, en­ 
titled “ Science on the National 
and International Scene,” at the 
University of Nebra.ska.

■only by the government e i t h e r

Discussing Civil Service, he said 
that governmental salaries com- 
: pare favorably with academic sal-'

fall behind industrial salaries for 
older persons. 
“ As a man gets older, he is 
able to step out into industry or 
even into teaching at higher sal­ 
aries than he can obtain m gov­ 
ernment.” 


I nstable Budgets 


Another factor, he said, which 
ha.s hurt scientific work m govern­ 
ment IS the instability of govern- 
! ment budget.s 
“ Certain defense laboratories all 
but closed during the depression 
! years. Even during very prosper- 
' oils years, such as 1955, there are 
; threats of appropriation cuts and 
unwarranted alarms at the pos- 
sihile elimination of programs ” 
Dr. 
Noyes 
also 
attacked 
the 
“ complete failure of certain politi­ 
cians and businessmen lo under­ 
stand that the facts of science are 
not matters of opinion. The integ­ 
rity of a true scienti.st demands 
that he gives the facts as he sees 
them with no reference to political 
con.sequeiices.” 
Turning to the clearance pro­ 
cedure in government, he said that 
scientists have probably suffered 
more from .security alarms than 
any other class of per.sons. The 
merest rumor that so-and so is 


not reliable or has subscribed to 
a 
leftist magazine or has be­ 
longed to a liberal organization 
may oost him his job. Not only that, 
he may never get another one. 
“ Small wonder that some per­ 
sons cringe at the mere thought 
of accepting government employ­ 
ment either on a part-time or on a 
full time basis. 
“ It may be objected that the 
dangers are more imaginary than 


they are real. Undoubtedly this is 
true, but the damage done by 
certain congressional committees 
and by the security procedures in 
certain government departments 
has been very real. 
Dr, Noyes will deliver the second 
in the series of three Montgomery 
Lectures Wednesday at 8 p.m. in 
the Love A-emorial Library audi­ 
torium.
